Columbus, O., Nov. 21.—(Special) 
The sixty-fourth annual report of 


the trustees of the Columbus Suite 
hospital for insane has been filed with 
the governor, and the report shows 
that the institutioa Is doing excel 
Jently: The average population dur- 
ing the year has been 1,473 Inmates 
of the male type, 790; females 683. 
The cost per capita of maintenance 
for the present year was $140.80, an 
increase over last year of $10.00. This 
increase is readily accounted for by 
the increase in price of many articles 
of consumption.

The current expenses for the year 


ending November 15, 1802, were $187.- 
722.39. The method of purchasing 
supplies for the institution, by compet 
itive bidding has been followed witb 
much success. 


Report from the Toledo Hoapital. 
The annual report ot the Toledo 


hospital for insane was filed with the 
governor yesterday. It shows 
that 


the per capita cost of maintainence 
was reduced $4 per nay aa compared 
with 1901. and it is now $131.44. The 
total cost of running the hospital for 
the year was J210.4-I7.95, ot which 
$7,856.51 was officers' salaries. 


There were 2,060 inmates in the in 


stltutiou during the year, the average 
number beiag 1,601.
